SUBJECT: Outline of British Cryptologic Organization 



1. In accordance with your recent request, there is inclosed here- 
with (In closure l) a document showing the current structure of the 
British cryptologic organization, together with a brief outline of the 
charters of the various agencies. 

2. The data came from British sources and may therefore be con- 
sidered accurate. 



3. The current membership of the Boards, LSIB Senior and Junior, 
and their Committees is shown in Inclosure 2. As you probably already 
know, the Director-General of SIGINT, Major-General Sir Stewart G. 
Menzies, is being retired this coming autumn; the Director-General, GCHQ, 
Sir Edward Travis, is being retired on 15 April 1952, to be succeeded by 
Mr. Eric Jones.
